It Is Aggravated by tbo Eecont
Arrest of a Britisb Surveyor,

PEOBABLY AN ENGLISH SCHEME.

Tlio Crown Surveyor Wns Kvlilcntly lln- -

giiK'l In Improving the Mors of
Ilctwrrn tlio Seaboard nnd

the DHputcil Territory.

Gr.0ii0F.T0wx. 13rltlsh Gnliinn. Juno 24.
Harrison, tho Urltish oilicinl who wns
nrrosteil bynnnrmedforcoof Venezuelans
on Juno 15, ie tho crown survoyor. Tho
iifTnlr has caused much indignation nnd
oxcttomcnt hero, nlthough nobody seems
Furnrlsod nt tho incident, ns tho Venezue
lans havo repeatedly declared that thoy In-

tended to put n stop to British rond mak-
ing in or about tho disputed territory.

it Is pointed out hero that Hnrrison wns
working, witli n forco of nbout n hundred
lnbororn nnd ouglneers, well within tho
bchomuurgk lino, opening up n road from
tho Bad ma to tho Cuyunl river. When
notified by tho coimnnderof a forco of
Venezuelan troops to stop work Harrison
did so under protest, and promptly entered
into communication with Sir Augustus
Hommlng, tho now governor of British
Guinnn. Governor Hemming notlflod
Harrison to offer no resistance to tho
Venozuelnns, who claimed tho right to

foreigners on tho left bank of tho
Ouyunl river. Harrison carriod out his
instructions, but his arrest seems to havo
followed upon tho receiptor additional in-

structions from Corneas.
It was this movement of tho Venezuelan

troops nnd tho arrost ,'of Hnrrison which
led, It lsgald, to tho nlarming reports of
tho ndvanco of Vouozuclnn troops into tho
disputed territory, which rumors wero fol-

lowed by tlio circulation of stories of san-
guinary oncountors between tho British
and Venezuelans. Tho reports of blood-
shed, however, aro not believed at George-
town, although it is quite possible that
thero may havo been n clash between Har-
rison's laborers and tho Venezuelans.

Tho colonial officials stato that no British
hnvo crossed tho Schornburgk lino except
to visit tho Venezuelans or to send them
help, ns in tho caso of tho recent flro nt Kl
Uonido, when half that station was de
stroyed. Tho feeling horo is that Groat
Britain cannot delay action much longer.
as tho Venezuelans, according to tho
British, seomdetorinlncdto provokeacoii'
fllct without waiting for tho report of tho
United States commission.

On tho other hand, unbiased judges of
tho situation hold that tho crown surveyor
and his 100 laborers might very well havo
beon kept hero until all danger of a con
flict was passed, nnd that tho work or sur
veying und road building, oven near the
disputed territory, was calculated to o

tho Venezuelans nnd cause further
troublo at a moment whon a spark is liablo
to start ft most Boriousconnagration.

No military man is foolish enough to
really protond that tlio crown surveyor
was engaged in tho work other than that
of preparing for eventualities by improv
ing tho lines of communication between
tho seaboard nnd tho territory In dispute,
nnd therefore it seems difficult to blame
tho Venezuelans for having put n stop to
Hnrrlsou's operations. In fact, it Is
rumored that tho crown suruoyor's arrost
wus not ordered until It became plain thnt
his outward stopping of work and retreat
undor protest wero merelymovos intended
to docelvo tho Venezuelans, nnd that ho
wns pushing tho surveying and rond mak-
ing sccrotly, whilo apparently having
stoppod work in obedlonco to tho remon-
strances of tho Venezuelans.

Tho actual facts in tho case, naturally,
are kept secret by tho British officials, who,
It is understood, hnvo cabled a full reiiort
on tho subject to tho colonial ofllco. Tho
pooplo hero nro rapidly getting tired of tho
wholo dispute, especially of the bungllii;;
treatment whioh tho really serious bound-
ary dispute is receiving in London, nnd It
13 reared that tho hauds of nil concerned
may bo forced, sooner or later, by n con-
flict on the bordor which might havo beon
avoided had tho dlsputo betweon British
Guiana nnd Vonozucla ljoen handled more
promptly and effectively by tho homo gov-
ernment.
